Our Anniversary Committee, composed of Mrs. Sarah 
Walker Boozer, Mr. Jay L. Cress, and Mr. John D. Suther, 
has endeavored to review and preserve many historical 
interests. There are facts and pictures beyond our grasp, 
but we offer in this booklet a summary of our efforts. 
May they add to the interest of our heritage, to the joy 
of our Communion of Saints, and to the inspiration of our

The Lutherans who first settled in the community now served by St. 
John’s Church left Europe to escape persecution and to enjoy religious 
freedom, though some no doubt came to escape poverty and insecurity and 
to satisfy a spirit of adventure. Since the settlers evidently did not im- 
mediately take out grants of land and since church records, if kept, are not 
available for this earliest period it is difficult to establish with certainty 
when they first began coming to this section and when the first religious 
services were held. They came without a pastor and whatever religious 
services were held were conducted by laymen, as elsewhere among the 
Germans, even before there was a formal organization of a congregation. 
According to the traditionally accepted date the founders of this congre- 
gation gathered for worship by 1745, such worship being led by laymen or 
preachers who visited the community. From the time of their arrival such 
leadership held the community together for religious services and main- 
tained their faith while seeking a regular pastor. That unknown leaders 
did a good work during these years of waiting, while seeking a pastor, is 
established by the fact that in 1772 “about sixty families, adherents of the 
Augsburg Confession,’ from Organ Church and “Dutch Buffalo Creek 
Church” (St. John’s) sent two commissioners to Europe in search of a 
pastor and a school teacher. Their mission was successful and in 1775 the 
first permanent Lutheran preacher arrived in North Carolina, the Rev- 
erend Adolph Nussmann. Also a school teacher, John Arndt. For a year 
Pastor Nussmann served this and other communities from Organ Church. 
In 1774 he located at St. John’s where he lived till the end of his ministry 
in 1794, though serving other communities from here. 


The present church building is the fifth used by the congregation. The 
site of the first place of worship is marked by a monument located about 
three miles east of the present church, the second was located about a half 
mile north, while the third and fourth buildings were located east of the 
present building on a site now 
used for cemetery. At first 
Lutherans and Reformed wor- 
shipped together. The two 
groups separated in 1771 and 
by 1772 the Lutherans had 
erected a third place of wor- 
ship, two years before Pastor 
Nussmann located permanent- 
ly at St. John’s. Nussmann 
described this church as “a 
frame building, quite present- 
able in appearance according 
to local standards, and deco-

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rated with rather fine cabinet work.” By 1784 
need was felt for a larger and better church 
building. The fourth building, known as the 
“Old Red Meeting House,” was dedicated July 
4, 1785. When again need was felt for a larger 
and better church building, the present brick 
church was erected, a building 80 feet by 55 feet. 
Provision was made for continuing services for 
the slaves by erecting a gallery in the east end 
of the church. In 1888 the gallery was closed, the 
pulpit was moved to the east end, the side doors 
closed and a door placed in the west end of the 
building. At a later date the chancel was ar- 
ranged as it now appears. Also electric lights 
and a central heating plant were _ installed. 
Through the years there came a felt need for a 
Parish Education Building. To meet this need 
See the present building was erected at the east end 
NUSSMAN’S GRAVE __ of the church and was ready for use November 

7, 1937. It is a three-story building, 25 feet by 
75 feet, with modern equipment. The furnace room, a well equipped 
kitchen, and a large room suitable for dining room and other purposes are 
located on the ground floor. The other two stories contain two small as- 
sembly rooms and ten class rooms. During this building program a new 
heating plant was installed, a new floor laid in the church, and a Hammond 
Organ installed, the gift of Mr. and Mrs. Charles M. Crowell, as a memorial 
to his parents. 


Twenty-four pastors have served St. John’s since the arrival of Pastor 
Nussmann in 1775. Adolph Nussmann 1774-1794 (served from Organ Church 
during 1773); C. A. G. Storch, 1796-1797 and 1800-1821; Adam N. Marcard, 
1797-1800; Daniel Scherer, 1822-1831; Henry Graeber, 1832-1843; John D. 
Scheck, 1844-1857; G. D. Bernheim, D.D., 1858-1860; J. B. Anthony, 1860- 
1867; L. C. Groseclose, 1867-1872; D. M. Henkel, D.D., 1872-1875; R. W. 
Petrea, 1876-1887; S. L. Keller, 1887-1890; Peter Miller, 1890-1893; J. Q. 
Wertz, 1894-1896; S. D. Steffey, 1896-1901; T. C. Parker, 1903-1905; W. H. 
Hiller, 1905-1906; V. Y. Boozer, D.D., 1907-1909; J. J. Long, D.D., 1910-1912: 
C. R. Pless, 1912-1916; George H. Cox, D.D., 1916-1920; Roy T. Troutman, 
1921-1923; L. D. Miller, D.D., 1924-1944; Herman W. Cauble, 1944—. It is 
noticeable that during this period there has been no extended vacancy 
since Pastor Nussmann = ar- 
rived. Until 1888 pastors of St. 
John’s served other churches 
also. Since then it has sup- 
ported a full time pastor. The 
transition from German _ to 
English seems to have been 
gradual. Throughout its his- 
tory there has been an ever 
increasing interest in and sup- 
port of the causes of the 
church. The pastors who 
served this congregation are

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held in honored and grateful 
memory by the congregation 
which continues its activities 
under the leadership of the 
present pastor. While grate- 
fully remembering all the 
pastors who served here, the 
present generation especially 
remembers and honors the 
Reverend L. D. Miller, D.D., 
who retired in 1944 due to ill 
health. For twenty years Pas-

of the whole program of the whole church. 


While growing stronger through the years, St. John’s has given large 
numbers of its membership to the establishment of other congregations 
and by letter of transfer of individuals to other churches. The following 
list, which may not tell the full story, will indicate to some extent how 
much she gave: New Bethel in Stanly County, 1806; St. Stephen’s, 1837; 
St. James,’ 1843; Trinity, 1857; Holy Trinity, 1870; Mt. Olive, 1878; Pros- 
perity, 1879; Mt. Hermon and Cold Water, 1881; Mt. Gilead and St. Mar- 
tin’s, all in Cabarrus County. Quite a number moved to Illinois and had 
part in organizing congregations there. During the great revival move- 
ments the Methodist Church drew upon her membership. Yet the ongoing 
life of the congregation has never been stronger than today in internal 
activities and support of the whole work of the church. 
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Sixteen sons of St. John’s have entered the Gospel ministry. Seven 
of these are deceased: Jacob W. Barrier, D. M. Blackwelder, Paul Bar- 
ringer (Reformed), V. C. Ridenhour, D.D., E. L. Ritchie, M. L. Ridenhour, 
and G. O. Ritchie. Six are 
serving as active pastors: C. P.

The internal life of St. 
John’s has run about the same 
course as that of Lutheranism 
and the church in general. 
When rationalism, confession- 
al indifference, or other causes 
had a deadening influence on 
the church this congregation 
did not always escape. During ed “4 ; 
the great revival movements ail ee SB 
“revival methods” some times SUNDAY SCHOOL BUILDING 
made themselves felt. At times 
outside opposition led to the neglect of catechetical methods in instruction 
and the use of the Common Service in worship. Internal discord disturbed 
the life and work of the congregation on some occasions, but it was never 
of such nature as to disrupt the congregation. These and other things 
influenced the life, doctrine and practice of the congregation at different 
times, but none of them were permanent in their influence. Lutheran 
doctrines and practice, though disturbed at times, repeatedly returned to 
their proper place, and today the congregation is firmly established on a 
sound and progressive basis. St. John’s had an active part in the organi- 
zation of the North Carolina Synod in 1803 and has continued active in 
the work of the Synod. Today the congregation is active in every depart- 
ment of its life and is supporting the whole program and work of the 
church through congregational benevolences, and the educational and 
missionary efforts of the auxiliaries. 


On November 10, 1935 a monument was erected on the front lawn of 
the church to honor in grateful memory the Reverend Adolph Nussmann, 
the first regular pastor of this pioneer congregation. This event called to 
mind the long list of men and women whose heroic faith and noble service 
kept alive the Lutheran faith during the years before a pastor could be 
secured. Through the years the congregation has maintained and built on 
the foundation laid by these 
pioneers. The services now 
commemorating the founding 
of St. John’s and its life and 
work through the years since 
should deepen and strengthen 
the faith and devotion of its 
members and cause them to 
set their faces toward the fu- 
ture, resolved to continue in 
nobler living and more faith- 
ful and devoted service, not 
for the glory of this congre- 
gation but for the glory of 
God and the bringing in of His
